Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding the Applicant's arguments that Rhee 
does not teach a hemispheric shaped conversion material region, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. Rhee states that the lens (29) may 
be formed on a side surface of the component (4) or be designed directly as the component part of the luminescent conversion layer (4) 
(see paragraph 0091), in which case the conversion particles will be dispersed "throughout" the covering. The Applicant argues that the the 
hemispheric shaped material region taught by Rhee will not produce a structure wherein the light that passes therethrough will travel 
through similar thicknesses of the conversion material region. It seems that the Applicant is arguing that a "hemispheric shaped conversion 
material region" of the present invention provides a region wherein the light passes through the same thickness of the conversion material 
region. The Examiner asks for explanation of how a "hemispheric shaped" region that has conversion particles dispersed "throughout" the 
region can provide a structure wherein the light passing therethrough travels through a same thickness of conversion material. If the 
Applicant is referring to the embodiment wherein the conversion material region has a rainbow shape, the Examiner points to figure 4 of the 
Rhee reference. 
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
